The Invention 

1 . Title (e.g., "Computer system and process for managing database queries'" "System and method for indexing, 
searching and displaying data"): 

A system for use in the managed health care industry which allows all concerned parties to share a 
common administrative record, or "HealthBank account", over the Internet. 

2. Date the Invention was first conceived? August 10, 1999 

Do any written records substantiate this date? (If so, please identify): 

There are several internal documents which describe various 

elements and opportunities of the idea, with the first being created on August 10 th , 1999. A business proposal 
document, dated November 10 th , 1999 describes the idea in great detail. Several other supporting documents which 
have been incorporated into that business proposal are also in evidence, with creation dates in October of 1999. 

3. Has the Invention been built or tested? □Yes g]No Date built or tested:. 

4. Brief description of the Invention: 

The system collects and makes available over the Internet to all concerned parties digital information about 
the administrative details of a member in a managed health care organization. This information includes the personal 
demographic details concerning the member and their eligible dependents, their plan elections and preferences, and 
their benefits usage history. The aggregated information will be stored in a central database, using a personal bank 
account as a paradigm. The member will supply the base information at initial enrollment in a Health Plan, either 
directly through the Internet or through an interface to their employer's Human Resources data system. Such 
information will then be available to be shared via the Internet with a health provider, new employer or health 
insurance plan, or for the member themselves. Historical information about expenditures, usage, payments, etc. will 
then be added to the record as it is experienced, allowing a greater ability to derive value from the contained 
information. 



5. Purpose of the Invention (/.e„ what problem or situation did the invention solve or improve?): 

Currently, every constituent of the health care system collects a set of data which is likely to be somewhat 
different from one party to another. This is manifested in a health care record which is collectively strewn across the 
health care landscape in various multiple enterprises. The present effort of collecting each element of the data 
requires that the data set be as small as possible, containing only essential information. The ability to share 
information, such as submitting a claim to a managed care organization or authorizing a visit to a specialist, is 
difficult because no party can ensure that they are matching records on the same individual. The invention will allow 
loosely related parties to share a common set of data, with one common identification number, allowing what was 
previously disparate data to become meaningful, actionable information. 



6. Advantages and disadvantages of the Invention over prior practices?: 



The data set which results from the invention will substantially reduce the amount of manual record 
keeping that is required for each participant, while increasing data accuracy. This will dramatically lower

administrative costs for every user of the system. In addition, the data captured in the system will be richer than that 
which is currently owned by any one party, enabling new forms of value through reporting and data extraction^ 
HealthBank will allow the user (member/patient/employee) to access their personal healthcare administrative record 
and use that information to increase their control over their healthcare experience. The account will be portable, 
meaning it will support a member's move to other employers or other health plans.
